Found Not Gull^. 

The Molineux Jury was broup^t Into 
court at 3:31. At the 8|ime time .Mo- 
lineux was taken from the Tombs 
into the court and District Attorney 
Jerome was snmmoned. On hit arrtv- 
|1 the court room was locked and no 
one was allowed to enter or leeve it. 
The Jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty.' 

^V^oufhi the Jury out about 25 
minutes, they agreed on their verdict 
within 10 minutes after leaving the 

court r<x)m. Notice wp.s immediately 
given but It took some minutes to re- 
assemble the court. Among the flfst 
persons to re-enter tbe court room waa 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 
who seemed to he nervous as be Wf^t- 
ed for the verdict. 

When the foreman announced the 
ver(Ilct of acquittal there was much 
applause and the cheering extended to 
the crowd waiting outside in the cor- 
ridors and on the street.

Sheeted at London In View ef

London. Nov. 11. — A sensational 

love tragedy has been enacted In this 
city In full view of hundreds ot peo- 
ple. A young woman named Kitty 
Byron, 23, stabbed to death her lover. 
Artbar Reginald Baker, a well known 
member of the Stock Exchange. He- 
fore the woman could move she was 
seized by several witnesses of the 
deed and given into custody. Tbe 
crime, ^hicA had every element of 
seiwatiQimljmi, took place JVBt out- 
side th(e> Lombard street postoifice.. Vor 
several minutes the couple engaged 
in conversation near tbe counter. 
Then their voices roee and tbe clerks 
noticed that they were quarreling. 
Finally the man turned toward the 
street with a gesture intimating that 
be wished to end the interview, lie 
passed through the door. The woman 
followed nervously handling the muff 
and dealt tbe man a terrible blow in 
the back. As he half staggered and 
then partially turned around witn one 
fcK)t on the lower step, the wom^n 
wiyidrew tbe weapon and strt:(ck 
again, this time plunging it into bis 
left breast. The man gasped and fell 
heavily forward, his bead striking the 
stone pavement. Baker's wife lately 
Instituted divorce proceedings.

SAYS THE COUNTRY IS THREATENED.

New York, Nov. 11.— Citizens of this 
city were astonished Saturday evening, 
says a dispatch from La Paz, Bolivia, 
via Taona, Chili, when government of- 
ficii P9l^e4 through the town post- 
cards wblch declared the whole re- 
public of Bolivia In a state of seigo, 
owing to the country being threaten- 
ed. The decree caused Intense excite- 
ment because of the unexpectedness 
of the aqnounee^ept and the ignor- 
ance of the reason for the government 
adopting such a step. Two rumors 
were heard. One was that the Boll 
vians bad been completely defeated 
tn iwM. The oIkOT «•» thftt 1,000 
|>eru vians wer^ on the frontier netr 
tbe Madre de Dios river. 

El Commercio de Bolivia prints 
these followi^i dispatches:

El Commercio In commenting on 
the situation, says: "'The exact seri- 
ousness of tlie news from Acre is un- 
known, but the government must be 
in possession ot gn^ve news, to ta||;e 
sucn measures and to declare a state 
of siege, which appears unnecessary, 
as the entire country, ^'ithout distinc- 
tion of party or class, will stand by 
^le government Some persons at- 
tribute tbe govemmenfe aetton to a 
desire to obtain popularity and put an 
end to the senate's opposition to con- 
clude arrangements with Chill. These 
charges we regard as unfounded and 
we recommend that tbe goyerwn^t 
paake public all news from Aere ll|* 
mediately after received." 

Colonel Rojas, to whom reference 
is made In the official dispatches to 
tbe Bolivian government, was the com- 
mander of the Bolivian forces In Acre. 



Bolivians Defeated. 

Lima. Pern. Noy. 11. — Dispatches re- 
ceived here from La Paz, Bolivia, con- 
firm the report that the government of 
that republic on Saturday declared 
Bolivia to be in a state of siege. It is 
rumored this step was due to the 
Bolivians having beep defeated by 
the revolutionists in Acre and owing 
to the presence of Peruvian forces pn 
tbe frontier. 

General Bragg Returns. 
"Washington, Nov. 11. — CJencral 
Bragg, consul at Havana, who has ex- 
changed posts with Consul General 
Rublee at Hongkong, has arrived in 
Washington and called at the state 
department to consult tbe ofilctals in 
regard to bis new duties. Before go- 
ing to China. Oeneral Bragg wlU visit 
his home in Wisconsin and attend to 
private business. He expects to re- 
turn to Washington and meet Consul 
General Rublee, who left llougUong 
about Nov. 1. Tbe two will exchange 
commissions and proceed to their re- 
spective posts. Oeneral Bragg is ac- 
companied by Mrs. Bragg.

MASON^FREE. 

George Perry, the Nfgro, Held for 
the Murder of th« >lorloii Otrl. 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 11. — The 
discharge of Alan O. Mason, tbe Bos- 
ton clubman accused of the murder of 
Clara A. Morton at Waverly, a week 
ago last Sunday night, was ordered by 
Judge Charles Almy of the Third dis- 
trict cpurt of ^stern Middlesix. The 
government lawt'er announced that an 
investigation had failed to disclose 
fYf^^^fee stifBclent to hold tbe accused 
man and ordered tbe discharge of Ma- 
son. Almost Immediately In the same 
court, George I. O. Perry, a young 
negro, who was held as a witness 
against Mason, was charged with the 
murder of Miss Morton. He pleaded 
not guilty and was remanded without 
ball for a hearing Nov. lb. After his 
release Mason held an Informal recep- 
tion and after a short time was driv- 
en to his home In Boston. 

Before Perry was taken hack to Jail 
a number of persons were permitted 
to have a kx)k at bim. One of tbe 
witnesses in the Mason case, Miss Al- 
berteon, who is employed at a Waver- 
ly restaurant identified Perry as the 
negro whom she saw In Waverly on 
night of the a.'^sault upon Miss Mor- 
ton. While be was being looked at. 
Perry grew impatient and angry. He 
cursed Nemeser, the pawnbroker, who 
bad Just declared that Ferry was the 
person who sold him t'le wateius ot 
Miss McPhee and .Miss .Morton and 
threatened the police with vengeance. 
Although Perry la accused of murder, 
the police feel certain that be bad an 
accomplice. They believe there is an- 
other and older negro Involved.

fieasatlonel Amda^JU Piled In a Ken. 
tucky Kewd Case. 

Lexington. Ky., Nov. 11. — Two of 
the most t;ensational affidavits ever 
filed In a Kentuckj( court have Just 
been file^ at Jackson, Breathitt coun- 
ty. That county is tbe scene ot tbe 
Hargia Cockrtll feud, and within lU 
borders 30 men have been killed this 
year. A number were assassinated 
and are accredited to on or another 
of tbe factions, while several men are 
exiled from tbe county because ot 
their fear of assassination. Tbe affi- 
davits are by Attorney J. B. Marcum 
and Moses Feltner, his client, accused 
of the killing of Jesse Fields. The 
purpose of the aflldavits Is to ecure 
a continuance in the case of Feltner. 
They follow on the heels of sensa- 
tional statements contained in a letter 
written to Circuit Judge Kedwine of 
Breathitt by John Patrick, an exile 
living In this city, in which he said be 
knew who killed James Cockrill, be- 
ing an eye-witness, but declines to re- 
turn to Jackson to testily unless the 
governor w^ll send a company of mil- 
itia to protect him, alleging that a 
deputy sheriff attempted to assassi- 
nate him, and that persons who desire 
his death will kill him if he returns 
without the protection of troops. In 
his affidavit Moses Feltner tells in de- 
tail of alleged plots to kill Attorney 
J. B. Marcum. In several be was to 
do the work, be says, and fearing to 
rtliise, pretended to acquiesce, but 
warned Marcum < ach time so that the 
plans failed. 

Newfoundland Treaty. 
Washington. .Nov. 11. — An import- 
ant feature of the recltcoo'.ty treaty 
Just negotiated with Newfoundland Is 
a safeguard against tbe differential in 
favor of all goods entering Newfound- 
land from England or any of the Brit- 
ish colonies. This differential in the 
case of the Dominion amounts to 33 
per cent, which is a very heavy handi- 
cap upon Imports from the United 
States. It is true the differential has 
not yet been Imjosed by Newfound- 
land upon our goods, but It Is learn- 
ed that it was the purpose to do so 
and the result would be the loss ot 
most of tbe trade with Newfoundland 
is not driiiliKd here. As it is. the 
treaty provide.^ against tiic imposition 
Of tbe ditrerential duties. 

Pretender's Force Crushed. 
lx)ndon. Nov. 11.— The pretender to 
the throne, with a large following, at- 
tacked tbe Moroccan army at layb 
Reak on Nov. 3. says a dispatch from 
Fez. The invaders penetrated the 
camp, but the sultan's troops rallied 
and drove off the rebels, wboo) they 
pursued. infiictiQg nucb lOM. The 
pretender, with some of his folkiwers, 
took refuge In a native castle, whicb 
tbe troops attlteked, ettptured and 
burned on Nov. 4. Many rebels were 
killed or tj^kfn ftrison^rs, but tbi pjte- 
tender escape^. T^e pretender's ft>l> 
lowers are now said tp be seai^bittg 
for htm. His prestige ta alleged to 
have vanished, as he promised miracu- 
lous intervention and the cori|ple^ 
nlbUf^tH^ Of the sultan's troop*. 

Wasbinfton. Nov. n -The presi- 
dent has appointed William Michael 
Byrne to be United States district at- 
torney for Delaware. Mr. Byrne re- 
signed this position last October and 
was a candidate for congress in tbe 
recent eleet^>n as a Uqion Republican.

Washington, Nov. 11. — The reply of 
President George P. Baer of tbe Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Coal company, 

to the charges of President Mitchell 
of the United .Mine Workers, has been 
presented to tbe anthracite coal com- 
mission and was given to the public. 
Mr. Baer maizes tio n ference to Mr. 
Mitchell, as the president of tbe min- 
ers' organization, but refers to bim 
simply as an individual. Taking up 
the specifications in Mr. Mitchell's 
charges, seriatim. Mr. Baer first ad- 
mits that bis company owns 37 col* 
lieries and that before the strike it 
employed 26,829 people. Following is 
a brief summary of the response to 
Mr. Mitchell's other speeitications: 

Second. — The demand for 20 per 
cent increase in wagec on piece work 
is denounced as "arbitrary, unreason- 
able and unjust." The company con- 
tends that after making all necessary 
allowance for different conditions that 
tbe rate of wages paid, mining of an- 
thracite coal is as high as that paid in 
the bituminous coal fields. 

Third. — The company c!enl<'s t'lat 
the present scale of wapes is lower 
than Is paid In other occupations in 
the same locality and controlled by 
like conditions. 

Foiirt and fifth. — Mr. Raer denies 
that the earnings of the aiifhrac.tc 
wuilv IS are less than avera>;e earn- 
ings for other occupations Requiring 
skill and training and also the charge 
that the earn in. - me insulficlent be- 
cause of the (laiiitrou.s character ot 
work In the antliraciie mines. 

Sixth. — This specillcalion made by 
.Mr. Mitchell is referred to as too 
vague for specific answer, but in a 
general way It is stated that the an- 
thracite regions are among the most 
prosperous In the United Slates. 

Seventh. — The company pronounces 
as unjust and inequitable the demand 
for a reduction of 20 per cent in hours 
of labor without a reduction (jf Cam- 
iuKR for time eniployes. and tlils de- 
mand Is pi-oiiouiK-ed iuipraet iralde. 
In this connection the following state- 
ment is made: "Because of the in- 
Jury to tbe mines by tbe strike Qf tbe 
United Mine Workers, the coat of pro- 
ducing; coal has lieen f^'eally increas- 
ed and a temporary advance In price 
was made by this company, but it will 
be impracticable to continue such In- 
crease when mining operations be- 
come normal." 

Eighth. — Mr. Baer says that his 
company has had no disagreement 
with any of its emptoyes about tbe 
weli^htng of coal, because the quan- 
tity is ustmlly detornilned by measure- 
ment and not 1)V weight. 

.Vintli. — Replying to the fourth de- 
mand made by Mr. Mitchell, ...r. Baer 
says since the advent of the United 
Mine tS'orkers' organization into ll;e 
anthracite fields, the conditions tliere 
have been Intolerable, that the out- 
put of the mines has decreased; that 
the discipline has been destroyed; 
that strikes have been of almost dally 
occurrence; that men have worked 
when aud as they pleased, and that 
tbe cost of mining has been greatly 
Increased. 

Mr. Baer also takes the position 
that the Jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion Is lifiiiteii til the eondftinus nam- 
ed by the coal comi)any presidents, 
which excludes the United .Mine 
Workers from any recognition. He 
says, however, that when a labor or- 
ganl/.ation limited to aiitlir;ii-;le mine 
workers is created wliicii s.iall obey 
the law. respect the right pf every 
man to work and honestly co-operatf 
with emptoyers. trade agreement* 
may become practicable. 

British Coal Station.
